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The  past  year  (May  31,  1921  to  May  31,  1922)  marks 
an  important  epoch  in  the  history  of  the  Jefferson  Hospital. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  have  decided  that  an  additional 
Hospital  Building  shall  be  erected  on  the  site  of  the  old  Hos- 
pital Building,  which,  since  1907,  has  been  used  as  the 
Nurses'  Home. 

The  properties  1012,  1014,  1016  and  1018  Spruce  Street, 
owned  by  the  Jefferson  Hospital,  were  rendered  available  for 
housing  the  nurses,  upon  vacating  the  Nurses'  Home.  De- 
molition of  the  old  building  will  be  begun  promptly  to  make 
way  for  the  erection  of  a  fourteen  story  Hospital  Annex. 

The  Trustees  instructed  Mr.  John  T.  Windrim,  Architect, 
to  plan  for  the  most  modern  type  of  building,  and  to  embody 
in  the  specifications  all  the  latest  and  best  thought  in  hos- 
pital construction. 

The  tentative  plan  of  the  building,  in  a  general  way,  pro- 
vides for  the  following:  A  roof  garden  on  the  top  of  the  four- 
teenth floor,  which  will  be  enclosed  so  that  it  can.  be  used  in 
inclement  weather,  as  well  as  in  clear  weather.  The  Hos- 
pital Laboratories  will  be  located  on  top  of  the  enclosed  por- 
tion of  the  roof  garden,  where,  in  the  presence  of  an  abun- 
dance of  light  and  ventilation,  the  laboratories  will  obtain 
the  increased  space  and  facilities  so  urgently  needed. 

Three  surgical  operating  rooms  and  two  delivery  rooms 
will  be  located  on  the  fourteenth  floor.  A  surgeon's  dressing 
room,  anesthetizing  rooms,  nurses'  work  room  and  sterilizing 
room  will  be  provided  on  this  floor  adjacent  to  the  operating 
rooms. 

The  eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth  and  thirteenth 
floors  will  be  private  room  floors,  each  floor  to  contain  nine- 
teen private  rooms,  a  service  room,  diet  kitchen  and  nurses' 
office. 

The  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  floors  will  be  used  for 
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rooms  for  pupil  nurses,  until  such  time  as  a  Nurses'  Home 
can  be  built.  The  plans  of  these  rooms  will  be  so  arranged 
that  with  few  changes  the  nurses'  rooms  can  be  converted 
into  rooms  or  wards  for  patients  when  the  demand  arises. 

On  the  second  floor  of  the  building  will  be  located  ad- 
ditional X-Ray  rooms,  the  Dental  clinic  and  the  Broncho- 
scopic  clinic. 

The  first  floor  will  contain  the  hospital  office  for  this 
building,  a  Staff  Room,  the  Social  Service  Department,  and 
rooms  for  occupational  therapy. 

The  Clinical  Amphitheatre  will  occupy  the  southeast  por- 
tion of  the  basement,  first  and  second  floors,  and  will  have  a 
seating  capacity  of  at  least  five  hundred. 

The  basement  will  have  an  anesthetizing  room,  surgeon's 
dressing  room,  and  sterilizing  room,  and  will  be  on  a  level 
with  the  floor  of  the  Clinical  Amphitheatre.  The  Neurologi- 
cal, Orthopedic,  Clinical  Medicine,  and  the  Gastroenterologi- 
cal Out-Patient  Departments  will  also  be  located  on  this  floor. 

The  sub-basement  will  be  occupied  by  store  rooms,  the 
engine  room,  and  the  laundry.

The  beds  of  the  Jefferson  Hospital,  during  the  past  year, 
accomodated  9237  patients,  these  patients  were  given  137,373 
patient  days  treatment.  An  increase  in  patients  of  6.8%, 
and  an  increase  of  patient  days  of  3.1%,  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year. 

The  Out-Patient  Departments  of  the  Hospital  treated 
33,187  persons,  who  made  112,885  visits  for  treatment.  The 
Emergency  Ward  of  the  Hospital  gave  first  treatment  to 
15,109  patients,  during  the  year. 

The  total  expense  for  the  operation  of  the  Hospital  for 
the  year  ending  May  31,  1922,  was  $544,030.78,  and  the 
total  receipts  for  the  same  period  were  $555,729.46. 

The  accumulated  Hospital  deficit  on  May  31,  1922,  was 
$26,314.09. 
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For  the  year  ending  May  31,  1922,  109,896  ward  pa- 
tient days  treatment,  which  were  given,  cost  the  Hospital 
$300,016.08,  or  a  per  diem  rate  per  ward  patient  of  $2.73. 

From  ward  patients  $64,698  was .  collected,  which  is 
equivalent  to  21  per  cent  of  the  ward  patients  paying  for 
the  actual  cost  of  their  care.  The  remaining  number  of 
patient  days  treatment  86,197  (79  per  cent)  were  given 
to  ward  patients  without  cost  to  them,  but  at  a  cost  to  the 
Hospital  of  $235,318.08,  for  which  the  Hospital  received 
from  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  $90,000.  Out  of 
every  dollar  spent  for  the  free  care  of  ward  patients  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  contributed  36  cents. 

In  addition  to  the  cost  of  free  treatment  rendered  to 
ward  patients,  $235,318.08,  free  treatment  in  the  emergency 
department  costing  $3,520.07  was  given,  and  free  treatment 
in  the  out-patient  departments  amounting  to  $27,769.71,  a 
sum  total  of  $266,607.86.

The  Hospital  received  a  bequest  of  $927.32  from  the 
Estate  of  Annie  E.  Moorhead,  which  was  deposited  in  the 
Bronchoscopic  Clinic  Fund  of  the  Hospital.

K.  Fell  to  endow  a  Free  Bed  as  a  "Memorial  to  my  Father 
Morris  L.  Fell."

The  Department  for  Diseases  of  the  Chest  is  at  236-238 
Pine  Street.  This  Department  contains  forty  beds  for  the 
care  of  those  suffering  with  advanced  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis. The  dispensary  offers  treatment  to  ambulatory 
patients.  Applications  for  admission  to  the  ward  service 
are  so  numerous  that  there  is  a  long  waiting  list. 
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The  work  of  the  department  deals  largely  with  the  gen- 
eral problem  of  tuberculosis.  The  need  for  a  department 
to  do  such  work  must  be  evident  when  it  is  recalled  that 
one  in  every  ten  persons  dies  from  tuberculosis,  and  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  alone  9,000  persons  die  annually  from 
this  disease. 

One  of  the  fundamental  measures  which  authorities 
agree  is  necessary,  if  we  are  to  make  headway  in  the  control  of 
the  "Great  White  Plague,"  is  the  isolation  and  segregation 
of  the  advanced,  indigent  and  dangerous  consumptive.  Thi* 
segregation  is  possible  in  our  wards. 

The  work  is  a  charity  in  its  truest  meaning,  and  its 
scope,  like  that  of  the  General  Hospital,  is  limited  only  by 
the  funds  available.  In  addition  to  the  medical  care  of  the 
patient  in  the  wards  and  in  the  dispensary,  the  home  condi- 
tion is  investigated  by  trained  nurses  and  workers  acting 
under  the  direction  of  the  Social  Service  Department.  The 
members  of  the  family  not  yet  victims  of  the  disease  are 
given  directions  to  secure  their  health.  Tliose  exposed  to 
the  patient  are  directed  to  report  to  the  dispensary  for  ex- 
amination to  discover  incipient  cases.  When  incipient  cases 
are  found,  sanatorium  care  is  arranged  for.  Arrested  cases 
are  taught  how  to  prevent  relapses.  The  abnormalities  of 
environment  which  predispose  toward  disease  are  corrected. 

Important  subdivisions  of  the  work  of  the  department  are 
the  Nutrition  Clinic  for  Delicate  Children,  the  Asthma  Clinic 
and  the  Negro  Clinic.  A  new  field  of  work  including  the 
bronchoseopic  study  of  patients  with  tuberculosis  and  non- 
tuberculous  conditions  will  be  conducted  during  the  coming 
year  by  the  Department  of  Bronchoscopy,  which  promises  to 
be  a  worthy  field  of  endeavor. 

The  Clinic  for  Undernourished  Children  is  conducted  by 
the  class  method.  A  group  of  twenty  children,  who  are 
under  weight  for  their  height  and  age,  are  assembled  at 
stated  times  and  examined  for  the  cause  of  the  undernour- 
ishment. When  this  factor  is  found  and  removed  a  gain  in 
weight  usually  occurs.    The  undernourished  child  is  poten- 


tially  tuberculous  and  in  the  program  of  preventing  tubercu- 
losis the  attention  focused  on  the  correction  of  under  nutri- 
tion in  childhood  will  undoubtedly  result  in  a  decreasing 
morbidity  and  mortality  from  tuberculosis  in  years  to  come. 

In  the  Asthma  Clinic  studies  are  being  made  on  the  cause 
and  treatment  of  this  very  common  disease  which  until  re- 
cently has  been  considered  more  or  less  intractable.  The  work 
of  the  clinic  has  met  with  success.  Much  study  remains  to 
be  done  and  much  work  for  the  future  has  been  planned. 

The  Negro  Clinic  is  conducted  during  special  hours  by 
a  Negro  physician  and  a  Negro  social  worker  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Medical  Director.  Tuberculosis  is  a  very  common 
and  fatal  disease  among  Negroes  and  in  the  effort  to  eotnbal 
Ihe  ravages  of  the  disease,  the  negro  conducted  dispensary 
under  the  sympathetic?  direction  of  the  whites  has  proved  a 
very  effective  method  of  attack. 

The  activities  of  this  department  are  humanitarian  in 
the  widest  sense.  During  the  past  year  176  patients  were 
cared  for  in  the  wards;  9887  patients  days'  treatment  were 
administered,  and  5752  dispensary  visits  were  made  by  out- 
patients. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  funds  the  department  was  com- 
pelled to  close  the  wards  during  the  summer  months,  but  with 
continuance  of  the  dispensary  and  social  service  department. 
During  the  eight  years  in  which  this  department,  has  been  in 
operation  2,025  patients  have  been  cared  for  in  the  wards  and 
6,372  patients  in  the  dispensary.

The  Maternity  Department  of  Jefferson  Hospital  (Jeffer- 
son Maternity)  is  situated  at  224-226  S.  7th  Street,  near  the 
corner  of  7th  and  Locust  Sts.  and  W.  Washington  Square. 
Bell  Phone,  Lombard  5735  and  a  direct  wire  connects  it  with 
the  Jefferson  Hospital,  Filbert  2510.    The  Jefferson  Hospital 
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ambulance  answers  its  calls.  It  is  open  day  and  night 
throughout  the  year.  Daily,  Sundays  excepted,  between  12 
noon  and  1  o'clock,  members  of  the  Staff  are  present  to  con- 
sult with  patients.  Emergency  cases  are  received  at  all 
times.  The  Out-Patient  Department  gives  service  to  those 
who  cannot  enter  the  Institution. 

The  Jefferson  Maternity  Dispensary  is  maintained  at 
2545  Wharton  Street,  26th  and  Wharton  Sts.  Daily,  Sunday 
excepted,  from  3  to  4  o'clock,  physicians  are  in  attendance  to 
give  advice  to  women  concerning  themselves  and  their  chil- 
dren. Two  assistants  from  the  Dispensary  Staff  sleep  at  the 
Dispensary  to  answer  night  calls  and  attend  patients  in 
their  homes.  The  Dispensary  is  in  the  immediate  charge  of 
a  graduate  nurse  who  with  a  helper  lives  on  the  premises, 
answers  the  telephone,  assists  patients  in  their  homes  and 
advises  them  when  they  come  to  the  Dispensary  for  help.  The 
Dispensary  and  the  work  of  these  nurses  have  proven  of  the 
greatest  value  in  the  neighborhood  and  their  influence  for  good 
in  the  families  of  the  region  can  scarcely  be  appreciated. 

During  the  past  year  358  patients  were  admitted  to  the 
Maternity ;  1936  women  applied  for  advice  and  treatment 
and  received  pre-natal  care.  In  the  Out-Patient  service  1579 
women  applied  for  medical  care  and  pre-natal  advice. 

During  the  past  year  there  were  267  operations  performed 
in  the  Maternity  of  which  42  were  major  operations.  In  the 
wards  of  the  Maternity  during  the  past  year  occurred  among 
the  mothers,  seven  deaths  from  the  various  complications  of 
parturition.  These  patients  were  critically  ill  on  admission 
and  no  fatal  illness  developed  in  the  Maternity. 

Owing  to  limited  space  the  work  of  this  Department  of 
the  Hospital  is  greatly  hampered.  A  conservative  estimate  at 
the  present  time  would  indicate  that  with  its  29  available  beds 
for  patients  it  is  doing  one  quarter  of  the  work  which  might 
be  done  in  a  larger  and  modern  building.  The  comparative 
expense  of  maintenance  in  quarters  originally  private  houses 
shows  the  difficulty  of  economically  conducting  such  an  Inst  i- 
tution without  modern  accommodations.    The  acquisition  of 
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the  premises  226  S.  7th  Street  gives  comfortable  lodging  for 
the  nurses  and  has  added  to  the  working  capacity  of  the  Ma- 
ternity. The  recent  introduction  of  electricity  has  been  of 
great  service  and  comfort  to  the  patients  and  to  the  Staff.  The 
premises  are  kept  in  thorough  repair,  and  painting  and 
papering  is  clone  .yearly  to  maintain  a  clean  and  hygenic  con- 
dition. 

Many  complicated  cases  are  sent  to  the  Maternity  for 
operation  from  the  City,  State  and  neighboring  States.  In 
the  clinic  room,  operating  room  and  wards  of  the  Maternity, 
instruction  is  given  to  students  in  small  classes.  The  nurses 
of  the  Jefferson  Hospital  receive  an  obstetric  training  equaled 
by  few  Institutions. 

There  is  a  special  need  for  a  modern  building  containing 
a  considerable  number  of  small  wards  and  semi-private  rooms 
at  moderate  expense  to  the  patients.  The  Maternity  has  a 
small  number  of  such  rooms  and  with  its  limited  accomoda- 
tions, its  earnings  during  the  past  year  amounted  to  a  con- 
siderable sum. 

The  Visiting  Nurse  of  the  Maternity  visits  its  patients  in 
their  homes  giving  pre-natal  care  and  advice  and  also  attend- 
ing the  mother  and  child  after  confinement ;  2,254  calls  were 
made,  and  200  articles  of  clothing  distributed  among  patients 
by  this  nurse. 

The  Maternity  is  in  active  cooperation  with  other  Insti- 
tutions especially  the  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Hos- 
pital, the  Organized  Charity,  the  Municipal  Nurses  and  those 
who  work  among  women  and  children.  The  disturbed  eco- 
nomic conditions  have  made  many  additional  demands  upon 
its  resources.  It  gratefully  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  158 
articles  of  clothing  from  the  Needlework  Guild. 

At  the  Dispensary  760  mothers  and  184  children  visited 
the  Institution.  There  were  306  deliveries  done  by  the  Staff 
and  the  nurse  in  charge  of  the  Dispensary  made  2,971  visits. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  by  two  nurses  from  the 
Maternity  and  Dispensary  were  5,225  during  the  year.  When 
it  is  remembered  that  long  distances  have  to  be  travelled,  de- 
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pending  upon  trolley  service  and  that  the  visit  of  the  nurse 
included  not  only  the  care  of  the  mother  but  bathing  and  care 
of  the  infant,  the  magnitude  of  this  work  can  be  appreciated. 

While  our  space  and  facilities  are  unfortunately  at  present 
greatly  limited,  the  influence  exerted  for  the  public  good  by 
the  Maternity  Department  of  the  Jefferson  Hospital  and  its 
Dispensary  must  be  recognized  as  a  positive  asset  of  great 
value  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City.

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These  maids  are  graduates  of  a  course  of  four  months' 
training  in  the  Maternity  Department.  They  are  admitted  to 
the  course  only  after  a  careful  examination  of  their  charac- 
ters, dispositions  and  physical  conditions,  and  must  be  not  less 
than  eighteen  years  old. 

Their  training  covers  the  care  of  infants  of  all  ages, 
including  older  children,  and  requires  neatness,  absolute 
cleanliness  and  obedience — qualities  essential  in  nursery- 
maids of  a  higher  order. 

DntiPfi  of  a  Nurspra-^Iato 

After  a  nursery-maid  has  completed  her  course  of  train- 
ing and  has  been  found  thoroughly  satisfactory  in  every  re- 
spect, and  fully  competent  to  take  charge  of  a  baby  or  an 
older  child,  she  is  recommended  for  a  position,  on  the  under- 
standing that  she  will  faithfully  perform  all  her  duties  and 
conform  to  the  following  regulations : 

Among  her  duties  will  be:  The  preparation  of  the  baby's 
food  in  accordance  with  written  directions  from  the  attending 
physician,  parent  or  some  other  responsible  person ;  the  care 
of  the  child;  the  care  of  the  bottles;  the  washing  of  the  baby's 
flannels  and  diapers. 

She  must  wear  her  uniform,  consisting  of  a  wash  dress, 
cap,  collar,  and  apron  with  strings,  bib  and  straps.  The  color 
and  material  of  her  dress  may  be  that  of  a  Jefferson  trained 
nursery -maid  (blue-checked  gingham)  or  white,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  her  future  mistress.  The  uniform  is  adopted  in  order 
to  dignify  the  position,  and  to  show  that  the  maid  has  com- 
pleted a  course  of  recognized  training. 

Absolute  neatness  and  cleanliness  of  person  is  required. 

She  must  understand  plain  sewing  and  mending. 

The  nursery-maid  shall  not  leave  a  place  without  giving 
two  weeks'  notice  and  can  require  the  same  for  herself  from 
her  mistress. 
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The  nursery-maid,  although  receiving  her  training  at  an 
authorized  training  school  for  nursery -maids,  must  not  forget 
that  she  is  a  maid,  though  of  high  class,  and  must  conform  to 
the  customs  and  rules  for  the  maids  in  the  household  in  which 
she  may  be  placed,  such  as  eating  in  the  kitchen,  taking  her 
day  out,  etc. 

The  wages  of  the  nursery -maid  shall  be  thirty-five  dollars 
($35.00)  a  month,  for  the  first  year  after  leaving  the  Ma- 
t  ernity. 

Applications  for  nursery-maids  should  be  made  to  Miss 
Martin,  Head  Nurse  of  the  Maternity  Department  of  the  Jef- 
ferson Hospital,  224-226  South  Seventh  Street.  If  the  maid 
proves  satisfactory,  a  fee  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  ($5.00) 
is,  at  the  end  of  one  month,  payable  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee.  This  fee  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  Maternity  De- 
partment.   No  fee  is  charged  the  nursery-maids. 

During  the  year  1921  there  were  75  applicants  for 
nursery-maids  and  nine  positions  were  filled.  Ten  young 
women  applied  for  training;  of  these  seven  entered  training 
and  four  diplomas  were  given.  Five  older  graduates  re- 
turned for  new  positions. 

It  is  the  custom  of  the  Committee  to  give  diplomas  only 
to  nursery -maids  who  prove  their  fitness  by  one  year's  suc- 
cessful work  in  private  families  after  leaving  the  Institution. 
There  is  great  need  for  those  willing  to  receive  training  for 
this  work. 

Disturbed  industrial  conditions  have  made  it  almost 
impossible  to  obtain  young  women  to  train  for  nurseiy-maids. 
High  wages  in  all  departments  of  business  are  more  attractive 
than  the  comparatively  small  wages  which  nursery-maids 
receive  during  training  and  sometimes  after  graduation. 

When  conditions  were  worse  we  could  obtain  no  one  to 
train  for  this  position,  but  recently  desirable  applicants 
have  appeared  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  work  will  soon  go 
on  as  formerly  it  did.  There  are  frequent  applications  for 
them  and  many  times  their  number  could  receive  good  situ- 
ations if  they  were  available.

This  has  been  an  unusually  difficult  year  for  the  Social 
Service  Department  because  of  many  changes  in  the  person- 
nel of  the  Staff.  The  effect  of  the  industrial  depression  has 
been  felt  this  year  as  well  as  last,  and  never  before  in  the 
history  of  this  department  have  so  many  self-respecting  per- 
sons been  found  to  ask  for  free  medical  treatment.  In  view 
of  this  fact,  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  amount 
of  work  to  be  done,  and  we  have  seen  as  many  editions  of 
human  nature  as  there  were  human  beings.  These  increased 
demands  and  responsibilities  mean  increased  opportunity,  and 
a  call  for  more  cooperative  planning  and  working,  for  we 
know  that  our  work  is  dependent  on  all  its  pai*ts.  not  just 
some  of  them. 

There  follows  a  slight  resume  of  the  year's  work, — 
2723  patients  were  referred  to  the  Department  and  a  total 

of  6613  visits  were  made. 

Braces  and  other  orthopedic  appliances  were  supplied  to 

patients  at  a  cost  of  $590.00.   Of  this  amount  $255.00  has  been 

returned. 


The  worker  in  the  Orthodpedic  Clinic  supervised  the  pro- 
vision of  the  prescribed  appliances  and  decided  whether  there 
should  be  full  and  immediate  payment  by  the  patient, 
whether  they  should  be  given  on  the  loan  basis  (either  part 
or  full  pay),  or  whether  circumstances  warranted  giving  them 
free.  This  entailed  much  work,  and  in  addition  to  this  the 
worker  endeavored  to  assist  and  in  many  cases  made  possible 
the  adjustments  advised  by  the  physician. 

A  Health  Class  is  one  of  the  many  important  features  in 
which  this  worker  is  interested. 

The  great  need  is  an  automobile  for  the  transportation  of 
these  children  to  and  from  the  place  of  treatment.  There  are 
many  who  cannot  receive  the  full  benefit  because  of  the  lack 
of  regular  attendance. 

The  worker  in  the  General  Medical  Clinic  has  met  the 
varied  demands  found  there : — 

Those  patients  requiring  immediate  attention  involving 
hospital  care,  country  care,  home  instruction  and  intense  fol- 
low up  work,  until  a  satisfactory  adjustment  can  be  made ; 
those,  who  because  of  their  handicap  cannot  function  normally 
and  who  must  be  dealt  with  tactfully  but  firmly,  so  that  th<- 
treatment  prescribed  may  be  effective;  and  the  more  hopeful 
group  with  whom  preventative,  work  must  be  done  in  order 
that  a  chronic  condition  may  be  averted. 

The  Gynecological  worker  has  done  extensive  and  inten- 
sive follow  up  work.  Her  field  is  large,  h\\t  despite  this  fact, 
with  the  aid  of  the  clinical  secretaries  and  trained  volunteer 
assistance,  she  has  been  able,  (with  rare  tact  and  judgment,) 
to  gain  the  confidence  and  cooperation  of  the  many  patients 
under  her  care.  Here  real  problems  are  met,  and  much  of 
their  solution  depends  on  the  ability  of  the  worker  to  inspire 
the  patients  with  a  willingness  to  do  as  advised  in  every  par- 
ticular. 

The  work  with  the  cardiac  group  of  children  has  been  a 
special  problem  of  the  Pediatric  worker.  A  definite  technique 
has  been  adopted.  The  social  worker,  under  the  doctor's  di- 
rection, seeks  to  obtain  the  cooperation  of  the  parents,  or 
those  in  authority  over  the  child,  in  eradicating  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, any  infection  that  may  be  aggravating  the  condition. 


also  endeavors  to  improve  home,  school  and  play  conditions 
She  keeps  the  physician  in  charge  informed  as  to  the  needs 
of  the  patient  and  as  to  the  influence  of  the  present  environ- 
ment on  him.  In  acute  cases,  the  child  is  often  placed  in 
the  hospital,  or  when  advised,  sent  by  the  worker  to  a  cardiac- 
farm  for  a  supervised  rest  period  or  convalescence.  These 
cases  cover  a  long  period  and  mean  constant  and  close  super- 
vision. This  is  only  one  phase  of  the  pediatric  work  but  a 
most  important  one. 

An  increased  growth  in  the  work  of  the  Chest  Department 
has  been  noted  this  year.  The  workers  have  cooperated  with 
the  physicians  arranging  for  hospitalization,  in  betterment  of 
sanitation,  in  health  education,  both  in  clinic  and  home,  and 
in  the  most  necessary  and  far  reaching  preventative  work. 
The  object  is  not  only  what  is  best  for  the  patient,  and  the 
protection  of  the  family,  but  for  the  protection  of  the  com- 
munity and  city. 

The  greatest  asset  to  our  work  is  the  convalescent  home 
f^r  men,  Ivyeroft  Farm.  During  the  year  174  men  have  been 
cared  for  at  the  farm.  A  beautiful  and  well  equipped  shop  has 
been  added  and  a  trained  occupational  therapist  employed. 
A  man  who  because  of  some  chronic  disease  cannot  hope  to 
do  the  work  for  which  he  has  been  prepared,  is  depressed 
and  feels  there  is  no  place  for  him,  but  in  the  shop,  under 
intelligent  direction,  he  finds  that  he  can  do  something,  some- 
thing worth  while,  something  that  will  enable  him  to  take  a 
place  in  the  community.  Other  men  simply  need  the  rest, 
good  air  and  food  to  enable  them  to  return  to  their  regular 
work. 

"That  which  saves  us  in  any  level  of  social  life  is  unity." 
This  is  our  thought,  to  be  of  one  mind,  in  meeting  the  demand 
of  the  medical  social  work  in  the  Jefferson  Hospital,  in  being 
the  connecting  link  between  our  institution  and  the  community 
social  agencies  interested  in  our  patients,  and  in  spreading 
health  propaganda  and  education.  All  this  we  aim  to  do  in 
the  most  intelligent  and  effective  way,  recognizing  the  sacred- 
ness  of  human  personality.

The  work  of  the  Social  Service  Committee  may  be  reported 
under  the  heads  of  its  sub-committees : 

The  Committee  on  Ivycroft  Farm  has  as  its  Chairman 
Mrs.  James  Oakford ;  during  the  summer  months,  in  the  ab- 
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sence  of  the  Chairman  the  work  is  supervised  by  Mrs.  J. 
Leslie  Davis.  "Ivyeroft"  celebrated  its  fifth  anniversary  on 
May  thirteenth.  Dr.  Frederick  Brush,  the  Medical  Director 
of  Burke  Foundation,  the  great  prototype  of  convalescent 
homes,  who  spoke  at  the  opening  of  Ivyeroft,  and  to  whose 
enthusiastic  interest  and  support  we  owe  much,  was  prevented 
by  illness  from  taking  part  on  this  occasion.  Dr.  Thomas 
McCrae  made  a  new  appeal  to  those  present  urging  a  broaden- 
ed scope  for  this  Convalescent  Home  and  presenting  a  new 
ideal  toward  which  we  shall  press. 

The  aim  of  Ivyeroft  has  been  to  provide  for  men  suffer- 
ing from  the  effects  of  non-conimunicable  diseases  an  oppor- 
tunity to  so  thoroughly  regain  their  health  that  they  may  re- 
turn to  the  community  as  an  asset.  No  limit  has  been  put  to 
the  period  of  their  stay  and  this  period  has  varied  from  weeks 
to  months.  Those  afflicted  with  incurable  diseases  were  as  a 
rule  not  taken,  an  exception  being  made  of  cardiac  cases. 

Of  our  patients  during  these  five  years  one-seventh  bad 
heart  disease.  A  stay  at  Ivyeroft  meant  in  many  cases  such 
marked  improvement  that  the  patient  could  return  to  the 
support  of  his  family.  The  demand  for  the  care  of  cardiac 
cases  having  greatly  increased  more  accommodations  are 
necessary.  It  is  hoped  that  sufficient  funds  may  soon  be  forth- 
coming to  add  a  small  building  with  suitable  dormitories  on 
the  first  floor,  so  that  it  may  not  be  necessary  for  patients 
thus  afflicted  to  tax  their  strength  by  climbing  stairs. 

Miss  Strohmaier,  the  former  Superintendent,  has  returned 
to  Ivyeroft  and  taken  up  the  work  in  which  she  has  been  so 
conspicuously  successful. 

The  occupational  therapy,  an  essential  part  of  our  treat- 
ment from  the  start,  has  been  under  the  efficient  superintend- 
ence of  Miss  Alice  Campbell  whose  work  among  the  men  has 
been  conducted  with  so.  much  tact  and  intelligence  that  the 
shop  has  become  a  hive  of  industry  and  an  abode  of  cheer- 
fulness. 

A  new  building  has  been  built  by  a  friend  during  this 
year ;  it  consists  of  a  shop,  sunny  and  airy,  and  a  game  room 
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for  the  diversion  of  the  patients.  In  this  shop  stencil  making 
and  stencilling,  wood  carving,  caning,  rag  carpet  weaving  and 
many  other  attractive  industries  are  carried  on,  greatly  to  the 
benefit  of  the  patients. 

A  generous  contribution  toward  the  furnishing  of  the 
new  building  at  Ivycroft  was  given  by  Mr.  James  Oakford. 

The  buildings  have  all  been  repainted,  the  dining  room 
repapered,  the  linen  closet  replenished  and  various  other  im- 
provements made. 

Occupational  therapy  has  been  extended  under  Miss 
Campbell  to  the  wards.  In  the  Children 's  Ward  she  is  known 
as  the  ' '  Play  Lady ' '  and  her  work  has  brought  new  happiness 
to  the  little  ones.  Patients  suffering  from  long  illnesses  have 
had  their  confinement  lightened  by  the  pleasant  work  that 
she  plans  for  them. 

A  new  line  of  work  has  been  started  in  following  to  their 
homes  cases,  which  are  by  the  nature  of  their  complaint  pre- 
vented from  going  about.  These  Miss  Campbell  has  taught 
occupations  not  only  calculated  to  lighten  the  tedium  of  their 
confinement  but  also  in  some  cases  to  make  the  patient  a 
wage  earner.  The  possibilities  of  this  branch  of  occupational 
therapy  open  up  to  a  bewildering  extent  and  it  is  hoped  to 
follow  them  up  as  they  present  themselves. 

The  Clothing  Committee,  under  Miss  Button,  as  Chair- 
man, has  continued  the  fine  work  so  well  carried  on  under 
Mrs.  Klopp. 

The  work  of  providing  milk  for  outside  patients  at  the 
Department  for  Diseases  of  the  Chest  has  been  continued.  The 
beneficial  results  in  these  cases  make  apparent  the  necessity 
for  a  similar  fund  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  GeneraJ 
Hospital. 

A  new  committee  was  appointed  in  February  with  Mrs. 
Beardsley  as  Chairman,  to  develop  a  library  in  the  Hospital 
for  the  use  of  patients.  This  Committee  has  worked  with 
great  zeal  and  interest  and  the  nucleus  of  a  library  has  been 
formed.    In  the  shop  at  Ivycroft  small  white  book-cases 
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have  been  made  which  are  to  be  put  in  the  wards  that 
patients  may  have  constant  access  to  the  books. 

Miss  Hillard,  for  five  years  head  of  the  Social  Service 
Department  resigned  in  March  and  Miss  Wasson,  for  several 
years  a  worker  in  the  Department,  was  appointed  to  fill  her 
place.

The  Nurses'  Home  Committee  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary 
of  the  Jefferson  Hospital  submits  the  following  report.  The 
Committee  has  had  five  meetings  and  one  special  meeting 
during  the  past  year.  The  Nurses'  Commencement  was  held 
on  Florence  Nightingale's  Day,  forty-three  nurses  graduating. 
The  address  was  made  by  Dr.  S.  Solis  Cohen.  A  dance  and 
refreshments  followed. 

On  June  26th  there  was  an  entertainment  for  the  nurses 
at  which  Mrs.  Coryell  gave  dialogues.  Two  delightful  after- 
noons in  June  were  given  the  nurses  by  Mrs  Alba  B.  Johnson, 
who  invited  them  out  to  her  home  in  Rosemont.  Another 
pleasant  recreation  for  them  during  the  summer  was  provided 
by  Mr  William  Kerford,  of  the  Philadelphia  Electric  Company 
who  supplied  tickets  of  admission  to  the  Philadelphia  Cricket 
Club.  At  Christmas  the  nurses  had  their  usual  tree,  and 
each  one  was  presented  with  a  gift,  and  a  box  of  candy.  The 
nurses  enjoyed  two  dances  with  refreshments;  one  in  Janu- 
ary, and  the  other  on  February  14th.  The  Committee  gave 
two  teas,  to  meet  the  nurses,  in  March  and  in  April. 
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The  Bridge  Party  given  last  May  at  the  Philadelphia 
Cricket  Club  for  the  benefit  of  the  Nurses'  Home,  proved  a 
great  success.  The  proceeds  amounted  to  four  hundred  and 
sixty  one  dollars  and  eighty  three  cents. 

Cretonne  was  purchased  to  cover  fifteen  couches  for  The 
Nurses'  Home.  Twelve  study  chairs  and  two  electric  fans 
were  presented,  as  well  as  material  to  cover  old  screens  used 
in  place  of  doors  at  the  bed-rooms  during  the  summer  months. 

The  house  at  1014  Spruce  Street  was  fitted  up  for  the 
use  of  twenty-five  night  nurses,  the  Committee  furnishing 
thirteen  bureaus,  fifteen  chairs,  nine  rocking-chairs,  and  four- 
teen tables ;  also  sixteen  small  rugs,  and  one  large  Wilton. 
A  phonograph  and  an  ice  cooler  were  very  kindly  donated. 

At  Easter,  the  Nurses'  Home  was  decorated  with  flowers. 

The  resignations  of  Mrs.  Wilmer,  Mrs.  Schumann,  and 
Mrs.  Woodward  were  accepted  with  regret. 

The  Committee  has  had  the  pleasure  of  adding  four  new 
names  to  its  membership :  Mrs.  J.  L.  Ackerson,  Mrs.  Harry 
Valentine,  Mrs.  Conyers  Button,  2nd,  and  Miss  Jean  De 
Rousse. 

The  Treasurer  reports  a  balance  of  four  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents  in  bank.

The  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  been  in  successful 
operation  for  thirty  years ;  at  no  time  in  its  history  has 
the  school  been  more  prosperous.  The  entire  organization 
is  under  the  direction  of  the  Hospital  Committee,  to  which, 
through  the  Medical  Director,  all  matters  of  discipline  and 
curriculum  are  brought  for  final  consideration.  Recognizing 
that  proper  teaching  of  the  science  and  art  of  nursing  can  be 
best  accomplished  under  the  supervision  of  medical  men,  it 
has  been  provided  that  the  course  of  study  be  formulated  and 
directed  by  the  Hospital  Staff.  For  this  purpose  there  is 
appointed  annually  a  Committee  of  the  Staff,  known  as  the 
Training  School  Committee,  consisting  of  six  members,  who 
outline  the  curriculum  and  designate  the  teachers  of  the  sepa- 
rate branches. 

The  Directress  of  the  Training  School  is  the  executive 
having  immediate  charge  of  the  work  done  by  the  pupils ;  she 
supervises  the  practical  instruction  in  wards,  operating  rooms, 
diet  kitchen  and  in  classes,  for  which  purpose  she  is  supplied 
adequate  assistance.  The  Nurses'  Home  is  under  her  imme- 
diate supervision,  as  is  also  the  home  life  of  the  pupils  in 
training  and  all  her  subordinates. 

The  course  of  study  is  three  years,  during  which  time  the 
Directress  of  the  Training  School  assigns  each  pupil,  for  defi- 
nite periods,  to  the  various  wards  and  services.  Such  prac- 
tical training  under  skilled  supervisors  best  applies  the  science 
and  most  adequately  teaches  the  art.  The  course  of  study  is 
modified  and  improved  year  by  year,  always  with  the  idea  of 
betterment.  Like  all  other  professional  schools,  changes  are 
necessary  for  improvement,  to  stand  still  is  retrogression. 
Each  year  new  subjects  are  introduced  or  old  ones  taught  in 
new  and,  it  is  believed,  better  ways.  The  curriculum  embraces 
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a  probation  term*  of  three  months,  a  junior  term  of  nine 
months,  an  intermediate  term  of  twelve  months,  and  a  senior 
term  of  twelve  months.  Practical  work  is  given  each  nurse

In  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  testamentary  provision  for  a  chari- 
table institution  must  be  by  a  will  made  at  least  thirty  days  prior 
to  the  decease  of  -the  testator.  The  signature  of  the  testator  must 
be  attested  by  at  least  two  subscribing  witnesses,  who  should  sign 
their  names  as  witnesses  thereto  in  the  presence  of  the  testator  and 
of  each  other. 

None  of  these  witnesses  should  be  interested  in  any  manner  in 
the  institution  intended  to  be  benefited,  as  manager,  trustee,  officer, 
employee,  beneficiary  or  otherwise. 
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The  testator  may  either  bequeath  personal  property  or  devise 
real  estate  to  the  institution  generally  or  may  create  an  endow- 
ment whereby  only  the  income  therefrom  shall  toe  used  for  its 
benefit.
